Axe falls 
on park 
and ride 


ELY'S Saturday park 
and ride service is to 
be scrapped. 

Transport bosses at 
East Cambridgeshire 
District Council 
(ECDC) have decided 
to stop the service, 
insisting it costs too 
much money and is 
underused. 

A report from the 
council’s tourism leader, 
Tracey Harding, had called 
for members of the 
development and transport 
sub-committee to re¬ 
tender the rark and ride 
service for a one-year 
period. 

However, members went 
against that and have 
instead scrapped it. 

In her report, Mrs 
Harding said an average of 
450 people used the service 
each Saturday - a figure 
which takes into account 
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both journeys. 

But she said: “The 
number of cars parked in 
the car park is not logged 
and it is not known how 
many of these are local 
residents using the service 
as an easy way of getting 
into town. 

“The figure of 225 users 
per journey is question¬ 
able”. 

The report also shows 
how the service costs 
taxpayers £15,506 per year 
- plus a further £3,700 per 
year to hire the parking 
area from Ely College in 
Downham Road. 

The contract was due to 
expire on November 18 this 
year and members were 
being advised to either not 
re-tender the contract or 
“re-tender the contract pro¬ 
viding the flexibility to 
respond to the outcomes of 


the current car parking 
review”. 

Cllr Peter Moakes, 
council leader and 
chairman of the sub¬ 
committee, said: “The 
service has been under 
used as a park and ride 
facility. 

“It was a very difficult 
decision for members to 
make, but as it was costing 
taxpayers across the district 
around £20,000, we 
decided not to renew the 
service.” 

Cllr Moakes said the 
district council is in 
discussions with Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council 
about using Section 106 
money to develop bus 
services in and around Ely. 

He said: “We hope our 
conversations with the 
county council will allow us 
to develop other bus 
services around the city 
using money we have 
obtained from developers.”

Views sought 
on bypass bid 


AMBITIOUS plans to 
build a southern bypass 
in Ely are gathering pace 
- and now residents are 
being urged to give their 
views. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council has launched a public 
consultation enabling people to 
speak up over the multi-million 
pound proposals. 

Residents and commuters 
have for years been calling for a 
southern bypass to be built 
around the city’s railway station 
and crossing. 

Recently, the plans have been 
identified as one of the county 
council’s key infrastructure 
projects. 

Now the authority is asking 
people what they think the best 
solution will be. 

Cllr Ian Bates, the county 
council’s cabinet member for 
growth and planning, said: “Last 
year, a survey revealed the 
railway crossing was closed 
eight times an hour on average, 
resulting in the crossing being 
closed for 35 minutes out of 
every hour. 

“With plans to double the 
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freight going through Ely by 
2014, the level crossing will be 
closed for more 40 minutes per 
hour. Something simply has to 
be done. 

“The issue of funding is still a 
challenge but the way projects 
like this could be funded has 
changed in recent years. For 
example, we could look into 
prudent approved borrowing, 
contributions from developers, 
as well as potential support 
from Government. 

“It is important for us to hold 
a consultation to understand 
what residents think and 
whether they still support our 
plans as we move forward.” 

There are a number of options 
being put to residents. 

One, projected to cost £28m, 
is to build a bypass to the south 
of the Ely station area, including 
a new roundabout on Angel 
Drove and a 500m viaduct over 
the River Great Ouse, the flood 
plains and the rail lines and a 
new junction onto Stuntney 
Causeway. 


Another option, estimated to 
cost £23m, would be to build a 
bypass from Angel Drove over 
the rail lines but not over the 
river, so that it finishes 
immediately south of the 
current level crossing. 

Cheaper options include 
making improvements to the 
current underpass, building a 
HGV stacking area or creating 
HGV queuing lanes. 

At the various public 
exhibitions, there will be maps 
and explanations of the options. 

Public exhibitions will be held 
on Ely’s Market Place on 
Saturday from 10am-4pm, at 
Soham Village College on 
Tuesday, November 1 from 
3.30pm-7pm and at Witchford 
Sports and Social Club on 
Wednesday, November 2 from 
5pm-7pm. 

There will also be unmanned 
exhibitions at Ely Library until 
Thursday, November 10 and at 
the Royal British Legion in 
Fordham on Saturday, 
November 5 from llam-3pm.

Charlie’s hot 
stuff In Chile 

Former Ely chorister picked to host children’s TV show 

A FORMER chorister has 
shot to fame after starring 
in an X Factor -style com¬ 
petition in South America. 

Charlie Bick, 20, left Harrow 
School in London last year to go 
travelling and ended up 
auditioning for this year’s Chilean 
version of The XFactor. 

The former King’s Junior School, 

Ely, pupil and Ely Cathedral 
chorister auditioned with a 
rendition of the Robbie Williams 
ballad Angels, but was asked by the 
judges to sing a song in Spanish. 

Despite having landed in the 
country just months earlier unable 
to speak a word of the language, he 
pulled off Enrique Iglesias’s hit, 

Hero, and was put through to the 
next round. 

Just two live performances later, 

Mr Bick, whose family live in 
Norfolk, was booted off the show. 

But the following morning, he 
was snapped up by Chilean TV 
network TVN for its teenage show, 

Calle 7, which he has been 
presenting ever since. 

Speaking to national media, Mr 
Bick, who has more than 13,000 
followers on social networking site 
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Twitter, says he now gets mobbed 
by women in the streets. 

He said: “When I first started 
getting recognised in the street it 
felt so strange because I wasn’t in a 
place that I knew so well. 

“But after a while it felt like it 
was the best of both worlds - to be 
well-known in a foreign place but 
be able to pop into a shop or grab a 
beer in your home town like any 
other person.” 

Mr Bick, who was deputy head 
chorister at Ely Cathedral, arrived 
in South America with a friend and 
got a job teaching English and PE 
at a local school. 

He gave up the chance to study 
law at Manchester University to 
spend more time in Chile, where a 
friend suggested he audition for 
the show. 

Now TVN is considering 
extending his contract by a 
further year. 

Mr Bick said his family, 
including his father David, a 
financial and sport PR in 
London, and his mother, 


former air hostess Susie, have been 
“hugely supportive” of his new 
career. 

He plans to return to Britain at 
some point to study acting. Mr 
Bick was a pupil at King’s Junior 
School until the end ofYear 8.

A WOMAN stole ice cream and 
a bottle of vodka from a 
supermarket to cheer herself 
up, a court has heard 

Lucy Waters, 34, was caught

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Sainsbury’s put in revised store plans 


BOSSES at Sainsbury’s have submitted 
fresh plans for their new store in Ely. 

Just weeks after proposals to alter the 
design of the building were thrown out, 
revised plans for the site in Lisle Lane 
have been put forward. 

The plans were rejected by East 
Cambridgeshire District Council’s 
(ECDC) planning committee earlier this 
month 

Sainsbury’s had wanted to remove the 
store’s wavy roof canopy, reduce the size 
of the atrium, re-position the cafe and 
toilets and make amendments to the 
landscaping. 


It also wanted to reduce the number of 
car parking spaces from 470 to 454. 

Now, Sainsbury’s wants to re-introduce 
the wavy roof line along Cresswells Lane, 
build a cycle path along Cresswells Lane 
and re-locate the ATMs for “better 
customer access”. 

It is hoped a decision on the revised 
plans will be made at next month’s 
planning committee meeting. 

A spokesman for Sainsbury’s said: “The 
amended proposals retain the imp¬ 
rovements to the customer areas of the 
store, including the relocation of the 
ATMs for better customer access, a new 


staircase to improve fire safety in the car 
park and the introduction of a dedicated 
cycle path along Cresswells Lane.” 

It was feared that the last decision 
made by the planning committee would 
delay the opening of the store, but 
Sainsbury’s says that if the plans are 
“viewed favourably” that the 
supermarket will be able to open next 
spring, as scheduled. 

The store will provide 350 jobs for local 
people. 

A spokesman for ECDC said the revised 
plans will be considered by the full 
planning committee.

Bid to ‘quack’

A NEW duck-feeding area 
is being created to get 
Ely's waterfowl off the 
land and back onto the 
river.

Council (ECDC) and community 
leaders want to move the 
existing feeding area, on a 
corner of land opposite 
Peacocks Tearooms, to a seating 
area just past the front of the 
Babylon Gallery, near Lavender 
Green. 

Instead of feeding the city’s 
ever-growing population of 
ducks and geese on land, people 
will be encouraged to feed them 
on the River Great Ouse. 

The council’s environmental 
services team and members of

group have been discussing the 
move following complaints from 
residents about the state of the 
current duck-feeding area. 

People have described the 
area as “shabby” and “like a 
mudbath” where the birds have 
churned up the grass. 

Liz Knox, ECDC’s head of 
environmental services, said: 
“We have chosen the seated area 
just past the Babylon Gallery 
building where people will be 
able to throw feed to the birds as 
they bob along the river. 

“This will hopefully improve 
the experience for everyone.” 

New signs are is now being 
made to alert people to the new 


feeding area, which the council 
hopes to have in place by 
Christmas. 

The council says it is also keen 
to “regenerate” the existing duck 
area, near the slipway. 

Mrs Knox said: “The feedback 
we have had for the idea has 
been positive so far and the 
change is likely to come by the 
end of the year.” 

Ely’s waterfowl population has 
been at the centre of controversy 
for years, especially the city’s 
chunky red-billed Muscovy 
ducks, which originate from 
America and Mexico. 

In the past, ECDC has even 
threatened to oil the bird’s eggs 
to prevent them from breeding - 
although the authority insists 
the waterfowl population is 
currently well-balanced.

I hope it’s not 
another Murfitts 

Sir, the mushroom farm planning 
application was just like the 
emperor’s new clothes - and just 
like the emperor’s new clothes it 
was welcomed enthusiastically and 
approved by the majority. Apart 
from two lone voices - councillors 
David Ambrose Smith and Sue 
Austin, whose reasons for concern 
were swept aside. 

The new clothes consisted of 48 
growing rooms for mushrooms and 
an anaerobic digester plant. The 
digester plant is a marvellous 
industrial-looking device which 
eats up maize grown locally and 
waste vegetable matter to produce 
heat for growing mushrooms, and 
any surplus electricity will go to the 
National Grid. All this effort and 
technology is to reduce food miles 
by not having to import 
mushrooms. However ,the bare 
facts are that Barway Farms, the 
day before the planning meeting, 
said that they intend to start with 
only 12 growing rooms, not 48, and 
the marvellous AD plant might 
follow on at a later date. They also 
said at the meeting that the straw 
compost to grow the mushrooms in 
has to be imported from Holland or 
Belgium. 

I may be simple minded but surely 
there can be no food mile 
advantage in all this? Barway might 
as well continue to import 
mushrooms instead of starting to 
import straw compost. 

The planning officers, on seeing the 


last-minute changes to Barway’s 
plans, should have deferred putting 
the application before the 
committee instead of allowing and 
encouraging blind approval of an 
application which bears little 
resemblance to what is actually 
going to happen. I do hope for the 
residents in Littleport affected by 
this project that the mushroom 
farm is not going to become 
another Murfitts, where council 
planning seems to have lost 
complete control of the situation 
and has no influence.

THE sons of a man who died 
after receiving a huge overdose 
from a German locum doctor in 
Cambridgeshire have backed 
calls from peers for a tightening 
of restrictions on European 
medical staff working in the UK. 

Stuart and Rory Gray said their 70- 
year-old father David, from Manea had 
“paid with his life” because of a European 
directive which allowed German doctor 
Daniel Ubani to practise in this country. 

Their remarks came as a House of 
Lords committee published a report 
saying patients face “unacceptable risks” 
due to laws which allow medics to 
practise anywhere across the EU. 

“The report says that it is an unaccep¬ 
table risk being taken with the lives of 
patients,” Rory Gray told BBC Breakfast. 
“My father has paid with his life because 
of this European directive.” 

A coroner ruled last year that Mr Gray 
had been “unlawfully killed” after he was 
given 10 times the recommended dose of 
painkiller diamorphine by 67-year-old Dr 
Ubani when he was covering an out-of¬ 
hours weekend shift. 

Health Secretary Andrew Lansley told 
the same programme that European law 
prevented the GMC from applying a 
language test to European doctors at the 
point at which they register them. But he 
said the Government was making it 
“clear” that responsible officers in NHS

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organisations across the country should 
ensure that they have the necessary 
language skills and other skills. 

“We are going to change the law 
because in the absence of doing that, we 
would not be able to refer anybody who 
has doubts about their fitness to practise 
back to the General Medical Council,” he 
said. 

But Stuart Gray, a GP, said he did not 
believe the measures announced by Mr 
Lansley went far enough. “He stated he is 
looking at a responsible officer to test the 
English language skills at employer level,” 
he said. 

“He also assured us that it is going to 
be mandatory that they are going to be 
tested for clinical competence, but at 
employer level. That is fine, but the gold 
standard, surely, must be that before you 
register a doctor at the General Medical 
Council that they undergo the tests at 
that point, just as they do with non-EU 
doctors.” 

The inquest heard that Dr Ubani had 
been providing cover for GPs in and 
around Newmarket when he was called 
to treat Mr Gray at his home in Manea. 

Coroner William Morris said Nigerian- 
born Dr Ubani had been “incompetent”, 
tired and ill-prepared after flying into the 
UK the day before starting a 12-hour 
shift.

Robber starts 
Jail sentence 


A VIOLENT car-jacker who tried 
to slash a man across the neck 
with a set of keys has been jailed. 

Aaron Muxlow, of Cambridge Road, 
Stretham, was sentenced after carrying 
out a series of verbal and physical attacks. 

Muxlow, 21, appeared at Cambridge 
Crown Court for sentencing after 
previously pleading guilty to theft, 
criminal damage, using threatening or 
abusive words or behaviour and robbery. 

Quentin Newcomb, prosecuting, said 
Nicholas Birch and Luke Banaszkiewicz 
were driving on April 12 to see friends at 
Arbury Court in Cambridge. 

Mr Banaszkiewicz got out to meet 
friends and Muxlow approached the car, 
grabbed the keys from the ignition and 
demanded Mr Birch give him all his 
possessions. 

When Mr Birch said he did not have 
anything to give him, Muxlow hit him 
several times before Mr Birch fled and his 
friend returned asking for the keys, the 
court was told. 

Muxlow then slashed at Mr Banasz- 
kiewicz’s neck with the keys, leaving a 
mark, before driving off in the car. 

On May 25, Muxlow verbally abused 
Neera Saini, co-owner of Derby Stores, 
Derby Street, when she challenged him 
over a missing bottle of wine worth £6. 

He returned on June 3 and intimidated 
her husband, Karter Singh, because Mr 
Singh was following him to check nothing 
was stolen. 

Then on June 10, he attacked a cyclist’s

bike, falsely claiming the owner, Jon 
Clarke, was a “pervert” who had taken 
wine from his trousers. 

When Mr Clarke went into the Mace 
store, in Green End Street, he heard 
“banging and scratching noises” and went 
outside to see his bike wheel buckled and 
Muxlow walking off. 

Mr Clarke later returned to the scene 
with a police officer and they found 
Muxlow still there. 

He was arrested and placed in a police 
van by PC Linas Pekarskas but started 
hurling racist abuse at the officer, 
shouting ‘EDL’. 

Mark Shelley, mitigating, said: “When 
he is sober he is actually quite pleasant. 
When he drinks and takes drugs he is 
aggressive and unpleasant.” 

Judge Jonathan Haworth said the 
robbery was the “aggravating feature” and 
sentenced him to a total of two years and 
nine months in prison, reduced by the 121 
days he has spent in custody.

Gandalf 
will tackle 
metal theft 

POLICE have launched a 
new crackdown on rural 
crime - including theft 
of metal, fuel and 
machinery. 

Operation Gandalf 
will see a dedicated team 
of detectives working 
with officers from HM 
Revenue and Customs to 
target people stealing or 
using stolen diesel or 
heating oil, and with BT 
Openreach to reduce 
theft of underground 
cable. 

Officers will also share 
intelligence with forces 
across the country to 
target scrap metal 
thieves, advise church 
leaders how to improve 
security and work with 
the force’s Rural 
Community Action 
Team. 

In the 12 months from 
September last year to 
the end of August this 
year, there were 2,144 
metal thefts (excluding 
cable theft) in the 
county compared to 
1,867 for the preceding 
12 months. 

DI Donna Wass said: 
“This type of crime is 
not victimless. 

“We treat it very 
seriously because it 
costs victims in rural 
areas a lot of money and 
can cause severe 
disruption.”

Labour on attack 
over city economy 


COUNCIL chiefs are being 
accused of putting Ely in a 
“fragile” state. 

The South East Cambridgeshire 
Labour Party has slammed 
Conservatives and Liberal 
Democrats on East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council (ECDC) as 
failing the city centre. 

They insist councillors are “out 
of touch” and that they should 
start listening to business owners 
and concentrate on strengthening 
the city centre. 

Labour party member Matthew 
Killeya also insists that 
introducing car parking charges 
in Ely will harm business. 

Mr Killeya said: “Many are 
struggling to keep afloat in a very 
difficult economic period and 
several haven’t paid themselves a 
wage for many months. Their 
situation is dire. 

“The council should shelve city- 
centre parking charges and focus, 
with some urgency, on ways to 
protect and strengthen Ely’s 
unique city centre through this

difficult economic period. 

“Charging for parking will 
simply pile further pressure on 
local businesses and tip some 
local retailers over the edge.” 

The Labour Party also blames 
Conservatives and Lib Dems for 
failing to attract high-street shops 
to Ely, something which members 
say is leaving the city in a “fragile” 
state. 

But Conservative councillor 
Peter Moakes, ECDC leader, said: 
“I find the comments by the 
Labour party very surprising. 

“I have to ask myself if they 
have read the Ely Masterplan and 
seen our plans to reinforce the 
historic heart of the city, retain 
Ely’s distinctiveness and stren¬ 
gthen our area as a place to work, 
live, visit and shop. 

“These were the aspirations 
which formed our work which 
went out to public consultation, 
and is the basis of a number of 


projects which we are now taking 
forward. However, we all have to 
be realistic about the money we 
have. 

“As I have said on many 
occasions, if we could find a way 
not to introduce parking charges 
we would. The reality is after two 
years of redundancies and cuts, 
we are a very lean organisation 
with a very small budget.” 

Cllr Ian Allen, leader of the East 
Cambridgeshire Lib Dem party, 
said: “We agree that now is the 
wrong time to introduce car 
parking charges and we have 
voiced our opinions. 

“As a party, we have continually 
fought to protect the viability of 
Ely’s town centre. For example, we 
insisted that moving the leisure 
centre out of town would have a 
negative impact on traders in the 
city centre. 

“We have consistently fought 
for the most vulnerable people in 
our community and I find it sad 
that the Labour party is attacking 
us here.”

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Health centre 
hits back at 
fish claims

FEARS that people using fish 
pedicures could contract serious 
diseases such as HIV are being 
branded as “nonsense”. 

Jo Chapman, the owner of Holistic 
Fields complimentary health centre in Ely, 
has slammed warnings from the Health 
Protection Agency (HPA) and insists they 
are scaremongering. 

Earlier this year, Holistic Fields in High 
Street Passage took stock of two shoals of 
foot-sucking Garra Rufa fish, which have 
been busily eating the dry skin from 
people’s toes and heels for months. 

Since then, ladies-only gym Energie 
Fitness, in Ely’s Buttermarket, has also 
started offering the fish pedicures. 

But recently the craze, which has been 
happening in Turkey and Asia for 
centuries, has hit the headlines after the 
HPA and other health bodies urged people 
not to use them. 

The HPA insists that people with 
conditions such as diabetes and psoriasis 
should not come into contact with the fish 
as infections could be transmitted. They 
say the fish could even spread HIV and 
hepatitis. 

But Miss Chapman insists the pedicures

are safe. She said: “I think this is complete 
nonsense and scaremongering. 

“Everybody that comes into us to use 
the tanks undergoes a full consultation 
before they are even allowed anywhere 
near the water. If someone has verrucas, 
athlete’s foot or any open wounds then 
they are not allowed to use them. 

“The tanks themselves are filtered 16 
times every hour, plus they have UV lights. 

“Nothing like this is ever 100 per cent 
safe but just like swimming pools, tattoo 
parlours and piercing places; if you are 
hygienic and follow proper procedures 
then there really is no risk at all. 

“In fact, this is safer than going 
swimming as at least we check whether 
people have open wounds or verrucas 
before people enter the water.” 

Miss Chapman said the health warnings 
in the national media have boosted 
business as people have gone in to find 
out more about them.

Free school bid 
ends in failure

AMBITIOUS plans to set up an 
alternative provision free school 
in Ely have been shelved. 

In the spring, Ely College and The 
Harbour School, in Wilburton, 
announced major proposals to create a 
free school in the city. 

The plan was to call the school The 
Bridge and for it to cater for children with 
specific or alternative educational needs 
who are being let down by cuts to the 
local authority education-other-than-at- 
school provision. 

But the Department for Education 
(DfE) has now rejected the proposals. 

In a letter to those hoping to form the 
school, officials said the application 
“demonstrated a clear need for the type of 
school proposed and strong support from 
local schools with the direct involvement 
of experienced local head teachers”. 

However, the DfE said it was only able 
to support the applications “which best 
align with the aims of the Free Schools 
programme”. 

Catherine Jenkinson-Dix, principal of 
Ely College and a key member of the team 
behind the plans for The Bridge, said: 
“Obviously we are hugely disappointed 
with this outcome, not just for the schools 
we would have served but for the young 
people who would have directly benefited 
from the proposal. 

“Like lots of other groups around the 
country, we’re angry too, that the reasons 
given for our rejection seem to be more 
about central policy and quotas than 
local need. But, of course, the need for us 
to provide this type of tailored support for 
young people who do not thrive in 
mainstream settings has not gone away, 
and so we’re not giving up.” 

Mrs fenkinson-Dix and the team say 
they are now working to open a free 
school in 2013. The decision by the DfE 
follows rigorous interviews at West¬ 
minster and a review against similar bids 
from dozens of other groups around the 
UK. 

It was hoped The Bridge would have 
opened in September next year.

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History's not 
a desk job... 


A NY parent (in fact pretty 
/\ much any human) will be 
1 X^aware of Horrible 
Histories, Terry Deary’s best¬ 
selling books about all those 
colourful characters from our 
past; the Slimy Stuarts, Terrible 
Tudors, Vile Victorians et al. 

And Terry pulls off the enviable feat of 
making history fun - not bad for someone 
who’s adamant that he’s not a historian. 

With their hugely successful mix of 
silly jokes, fascinating facts and general 
gruesomeness, the 50-odd titles have gone 
on to spawn a BAFTA-winning TV series, 
magazines, video games and stage shows, 
two of which - Awful Egyptians and 
Ruthless Romans - are still playing at the 
Cambridge Arts Theatre this week. 

So, he must be a barrel of laughs, right? 

He’s not. He’s a barrel of simmering 
rage; surprising, really, given that his 
books have sold more than 25 million 
copies worldwide, and he must be worth a 
bob or two. In fact that’s where we start: 
just why are the books so popular? 

“Because they aren’t history books, 
they’re books about the most fascinating 
subject in world - human beings. Why do 
people behave the way they do? You can 
never quite answer that, but history is a 
great way to explore the question,” says 
Terry. 

“Then the ultimate question is ‘why do 
I behave the way I do’? And when you’ve 


cracked that question you’re educated, 
even though it might take you a lifetime. 
Education doesn’t start and end at school 
- that’s why school’s a waste of time.” 

Really? “Absolutely! How many years 
do you spend in school, sitting at desks 
learning something which is of absolutely 
no use to you in your life at all? When you 
get to my age - I’m 65-1 wouldn’t mind 
those 15 years back, quite honestly. 

“And what did I learn at school? I 
learned the chemical formula for 
hydrogen sulphide, which is H2N. I spent 
hour after hour, first of all being taught it, 
then learning it, then revising it, then 
putting it down on exam papers, and it’s 
been no use to me at all. I want those 
hours back!” he shouts. 

“Education in this country - well it’s 
not education, it’s schooling; let’s not get 
the two mixed up - schooling in this 
country costs £80 billion every year. Give 
me £80 billion and I’ll come up with an 
answer!” 

Yikes! Now about the stage shows... 

Although Horrible Histories bears 
Terry’s name, he admits he leaves the fact¬ 
finding to others: “I’m not a historian, so 
researchers do it; my skill is in the re¬ 
telling,” he explains. 

“I’m a children’s author: apart from 
Horrible Histories I’ve got another 150 
books out there, and it’s because I’m not a 
historian the books are a success. A 
historian would say: ‘I know something: 
sit there, and I’ll tell you. Shut up’. I say: 
‘Cor, you’ll never guess what I found out

read lots of other books.’ 

“That’s another 
failing of schools 

- excuse my rant 
again - it’s well 
proven that boys 
like non-fiction, 
girls like fiction. But 
how do schools teach 
reading? Through 
fiction. And then they 
turn round and say 
‘boys don’t like 
reading’. Well 
EXCUSE ME, but boys 
would like reading if 
you gave them the books 
they wanted! It’s stating 
the bleeding obvious!”

Perking up 
your patio

"INTER doesn’t 
have to be drab 
and dreary when 
you’ve cleaned out your 
summer pots and put late 
summer bulbs such as 
dahlias into storage. 

There’s still time to plant 
spring bulbs in pots and if you’re 
doing that, the best piece of 
advice is keep it simple. 

Choose one type of bulb for 
each pot and you’re likely to have 
a more eye-catching display than 
if you mix your bulbs, which 
probably won’t all flower at the 
same time. 

But there’s a long time 
between now and spring, so how 
can you provide some colour? 

There are a few bits and pieces 
you can pick up from nurseries 
and garden centres to fill the gap. 

Pink heathers and cyclamen 
can make a pretty autumn 
planting scheme and quite an 
unusual hue from the normal 
burnt oranges, burgundies and 
yellows of autumn. 

Go for the heather Calluna

vulgaris ‘Annemarie’, with pale 
pink buds which deepen as they 
open and are set off by pink- 
flowering Cyclamen 
hederifolium, with its pretty 
marbled leaves to lighten the 
scheme. 

Make the most of all the soft 
amethyst shades, combining 
them with seasonal blue-green 
foliage. 

Ornamental cabbages are in 
season, in a mass of sculptural 
shapes in blues and whites, often 
tinged with purple. 

An ornamental cabbage can 
make a great focal point for any 
hanging basket, perhaps teamed 
with crimson foliage of bugle 


(Ajuga reptans ‘Multicolor’). 

Alternatively, try the pink and 
purple shades of a variety of 
Aster novi-belgii, which is 
compact, bushy and suitable for 
container planting. 

If you have a galvanised 
bucket, the silver will go 
perfectly with the pinks, purples 
and bluey-green foliage shades. 

Other plants which look great 
in silver planters include the 
attractive purple evergreen 
Heuchera ‘Stormy Seas’, along 
with the silver-leaved 
Convolvulus cneorum and pink 
Cyclamen persicum which 
flowers in autumn or early 
spring. 

Container displays can be 
enhanced by berries of different 
colours. Try planting a gaultheria 
- a hardy, evergreen shrub with 
small oval glossy green leaves - 
whose flowers in late spring are 
followed in autumn by clusters of 
bright, round fruits in shades of 
red and pale lilac, white, pink, 
purple or blue, depending on the 
variety. 

Make the most of winter 
foliage by planting up hanging 



baskets with Mexican orange 
blossom (Choisya ternata 
Sundance), with its bright yellow 
leaves, contrasting with the dark 
foliage of Gaultheria 
procumbens, or wintergreen, 
which produces bright red fruit 
which lasts through the winter. 
Other colour can be added with 
violas, lamium and dark-leaved 
ivy. 

Some plants will be interesting 
now but will also flourish in 
other seasons - and if you want 


low maintenance then you could 
always choose a perennial to 
provide year-round interest. 

The compact shrub Skimmia 
japonica ‘Rubella’ has oval¬ 
shaped, red-edged leaves and 
dark-red flower buds which form 
in autumn and winter, then open 
in late winter and early spring. 

A female clone, such as 
Skimmia japonica ‘Rogersii’, 
planted nearby, will form clusters 
of red berries which last until the 
next flush of flowers, while the

hermaphrodite S. japonica 
‘Reevesiana’, which can be 
planted on its own, produces 
clusters of bright red berries 
through the cooler months. 

Fun autumn colour in pots can 
also be provided by capsicums of 
all kind, planted up in traditional 
terracotta pots.

The Porsche 997-Model 991: End of an era is marked by paying respects to what is about to 
be lost. 


The Porsche 997-model 991 - 
when progress isn’t so great 


TIME and progress are forces 
that catch up with everything 
and everyone, and even the 
greatest stars will eventually 
fade, mites Matt Joy of PA 
Motoring. 

In the motoring world 
there’s always something 
brighter and sharper around 
the corner, but on occasion it 
is worth paying due respects 
to what is about to be lost. 

The Porsche 911 has been 
a constant example of this 
process, having evolved in 
numerous directions since the 
first generation appeared in 
1963. 

With just a few weeks until 
the LA Auto Show and the 
first press drives of the all- 
new 991 -model 911, it would 


be a shame to do so without 
pausing to reflect on the end 
of the current 997-model. 

It was a fitting weekend to 
do so, as this Carrera White 
GTS example picked apart the 
challenging B-roads en route 
to Silverstone where the final 
round of the Porsche Carrera 
Cup GB Championship was 
taking place. 

After 17 rounds of action, 
the Championship wasn’t 
decided until the second day, 
with James Sutton clinching 
overall victory. 

The Carrera Cup uses GT3 
models with all the racing 
safety equipment you would 
expect, but very little else: the 
911 is the classic example of 
the sports car that works on 


the track too. 

And on those challenging 
roads the distinctive throb of 
the engine, the upright dash¬ 
board with the steering wheel 
pointing right at you and the 
sensitivity of the controls 
brought home just how much 
progress has been made. 

The 991-model will be 
faster, lighter, quieter, greener 
and no doubt a little more 
spacious too. It’s already 
proved to be quite a stunner 
judging by the reactions from 
the Frankfurt Motor Show. 

But it will always be more 
advanced than the 997 and 
therefore not quite as raw, and 
for many that is where 
progress isn’t necessarily 
desirable.

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Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A 4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a j’ob - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
